Bipartisan Foreign Policy Absurd 
There’s talk in Washington again of a bi- j 
partisan foreign policy. Congressmen doing the 
talking should look at what happened when 
Republicans thought they were practicing bi­ 
partisanship a few years ago. 
As it turned out later, what they really prac­ 
ticed was an abdication of their responsibility 
as the loyal opposition while New Dealers bland­ 
ly put the United States through the wringer at 
Yalta. Potsdam and in the decision to abandon 
Asia to the Chinese Communists. 
The very idea of a bipartisan foreign policy is 
absurd, because it implies that the right of 
dissent can be suspended in the United States 
by the decision of a few congressmen. 
There can be bipartisan agreem ent on separ­ 
ate points of foreign policy; there frequently has 
been. But to assum e that majority and minority 
parties can agree in advance to underwrite any 
policy which the m ajority party decides to fol­ 
low is to assum e the two-party system can be 
turned on and off at will. 
What seems to be m eant when a bipartisan 
policy is proposed is a suspension of discussion. 
That was what the New Dealers had in mind 
during World War II, when they wanted F rank­ 
lin Roosevelt and Harry Trum an to have a 
free hand without the em barrassm ent of con­ 
gressional discussion. They finally quit going 
through even the motions of consultation. 
The Eisenhower administration has followed 
a policy of consultation to keep senators and 
representatives informed of its foreign-policv 
plans and procedures. 
This has failed to satisfy m any Democrats 
and some Republicans. But it s the Democrats 
who are talking about a bipartisan foreign pol­ 
icy. Sen. Lehman of New York even suggests 
that Secretary cit State' Dulles should consult 
with Dean Aeheson, the former secretary of 
state during the Trum an administration, in order 
to earn Democratic support.

Why Confirmation? 


The rite of confirmation in the Episcopal Church is 
sometimes confusing to our non-Episcopalian friends. 


“Why is it necessary?” They ask. 


It is necessary, we believe, because this Sacrament 
came to us from Christ's Apostles. In the early Church 
the Apostles administered Confirmation and transmit­ 
ted this authority and practice to their accredited suc­ 
cessors, the Bishops of the Church. 


Known generally as “the laying on of hands.” Con­ 
firmation is today the ceremony in which the person 
confirmed, after instruction in the faith and practice 
of the church, re-affirms and takes upon himself the 
obligations of Christian fellowship. 


We believe firmly in the effectiveness of the laying 
on of the hands of the Bishop, who as an ordained and 
consecrated Apostolic successor, prays t h a t the 
strengthening help of God s Holy Spirit will descend 
upon the confirmed. You'll find Scriptural authority 
for the rite in verses 12 to 18, Chapter 8, Acts of the 
Apostles.
